Sundown to Be for
GIVEN ROUSING FAREWELL

Electro Takes Party of Friouds
of Officers as Far as Bar—
Seven Vessels Added to
Overdue List,

The revenue cutter Commodore Perry
departed at sundown Iast night for
the sound. News of the fact that the
cutter wia to sall created a furor
among the many friends of the ofMcors
of the Perry, and during the day they
were kept busy saying good-bye to
thelr acqualitances hére. The cutter
took a berth at Eimore's dock In the
forencon and there coaled for the trip
around to the sound, and by § o'clock
all was In readiness for the salling of
the vessel.

Friends of Captain Dunwoody and
the other officers determined to ace
company the cutter as far as the mouth
of the river, and Dr. Earle was asked
to take down the party on the Electro,
The doctor readily complied with the
request, and when the Electro pulled
away from_ her dock shortly after 5 she
wias crowded with ladles and gentle-
men. Together the two gavernment
vessels steamed down the harbor, and
for 15 miles farewells were crled back
and forth. The trip exemplified that
parting Is Indeed sweet sorrow, for the
evening was a lovely one and the jaunt
down the bay proved a great pleasure.

When the two boats reached the
mouth of the river the final farewell
took place, the Electro's party wishing
the Perry's officers a pleasant journey
to the north and expressing the wish
that all may soon return again to As-
toria.

As to whgher or not the Perry will
winter here next season there seems
to be a wide difference of opinlon. Tt
Is learned on high authority that a
larger vessel will be sent here next
winter, aa the Perry s consldered too
small to be of assistance to shipping
during the stormy season of the year.
However, the oplnion prevalls among
many that Captain and Mrs. Dunwoody
will be back next year, and from this
It 18 taken the captain will be trans-
ferred to the larger vessel. As was
started yesterday, the Perry will go on
the drydock at Seattle and after being
overhauled will be fitted out for the
crulge In Alaskan waters,
